Industrial  Education. 

The  training  of  the  h&ml  ami  the 
eve  is  the  latest  novelty  in  school 
work.  Book  learning  is  little  by  little 
giving  way  to  the  more  practical 
methods  of  o)>ject  teaching.  The 
weariness  of  bcIhmjI  hours  is  relieved 
by  exercise*  in  music,  drawing,  model 
ing  in  clay,  basket  weaving,  carj>enter 
work,  needle  work  and  the  study  of 
,  food  preparation. 

The  change  is  t*ueficial.  No  grad 
uate  from  school  is  likely  to  find  ern 
ploynient  as  a  ]»arrot  telling  off  by  rote 
his  rules  of  arithmetic.  loug  para 
graphs  of  history,  or  the  interminable 
lists  of  geographical  names.  The 
world  asks  not.  What  does  he  know, 
hut,  What  can  he  do  ? 

There  are  no  doubt  difficulties  to 
be  overcome  in  introducing  this  sys¬ 
tem  into  public  schools.  Children  al 
ready  over  weighted  with  tasks  cannot 
well  perform  more  without  injury  to 
body  and  mind.  Simpler  methods 
of  teaching  the  various  necessary 
branches  must  be  adopted.  Unimpor- 
taut  details  must  be  omitted.  The  new 
exercises  must  help  the  older  studies 
by  making  them  clear  to  the  eye,  and 
giving  them  their  projier  place  in 
nature.  At  the  same  time  the  new 
brauches  must  not  be  given  I  an  over¬ 
shadowing  importance. 

%  Iu  Montclair  a  school  exhibition 
just  ended  has  given  to  the  public  an 
opportunity  to  judge  of  the  quality 
and  use  of  this  work.  Large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  fancy-work,  cabinet-work,  art¬ 
work,  products  of  the  kitchen  and 
modeling,  were  shown  as  the  work  of 
the  scholars  in  the  various  classes. 
This  method  of  teaching  was  under¬ 
taken  in  188*2.  Large  quantities  of 
api*iratus  were  furnished  through 
the  liberality  of  the  taxpayers.  A 
carpenter-shop  was  built  and  two 
bout's  per  week  given  by  those  of  the 
scholars  who  desired  it  to  tlii  work. 
From  small  beginnings  pr  >gress  has 
been  rapid,  and  the  present  display 
is  highly  creditable.  Our  own  village 
has  been  somewhat  slower  in  its  ap¬ 
preciation  of  new  school  methods. 
The  high  school  had  a  long  struggle 
for  existence.  Changes  in  teachers 
have  been  rapid.  Supjiort  from  the 
public  has  been  variable.  At  the 
same  time  the  attention,  of  Trustees 
and  taxpayers  has  been  directed  to 
the  furnishing  of  adequate  school 
accommodations.  Nevertheless  the 
school  fair  held  in  February  demon 
strated  the  ability  of  scholars  and 
teachers  to  compete  with  our  neigh- 
bore  in  these  new  brauches  of  school 
work.  The  liberality  of  the  public 
gave  the  schools  an  opportunity  to 
provide  apparatus,  which  is  now  in 
use  iu  the  various  classes.  A  teacher 
of  drawing  and  penmanship  has  been 
employed  throughout  the  year.  Thus 
something  has  been  done  toward  mak¬ 
ing  this  industrial  work  a  part  of  our 
public  school  education.  Its  success 
is  apt  to  depend  upon  three  things, 
time,  money,  and  skilled  teachers. 
Generally,  it  is  true  that  the  scheme 
of  manual  education  cannot  be  imme¬ 
diately  introduced  liecause  of  a  lack 
of  proj>er  apparatus  which  costs  con¬ 
siderable  money,  and  l>ecause  also  of 
a  lack  of  teachers  with  a  proper  train¬ 
ing.  Few  teachers  cn  be  procured 
with  knowledge  of  these  new  methods. 
Until  recently  they  were  not  taught 
even  in  the  normal  schools  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  States.  When  the  new  metlf- 
oils  are  known,  a  band  of  teach  el's 
gathered  from  different  places  are 
likely  to  proceed  upon  entirely  differ¬ 
ent  plans.  The  teaching  in  one  class 
will  in  no  wise  correspond  with  the' 
teaching  in  another.  A  thorough 
system  must  lie  develoj>ed  through 
the  guiding  hand  of  the  principal. 
This  must  be  the  work  of  time,  skijl, 
and  persistent  effurt. 

Iu  the  public  schools  of  this  place 
there  is  now  a  favorable  opportunity 
to  give  this  system  a  thorough  trial. 
The  principal,  Mr.  John  B.  Dunbar, 
is  a  loan  of  thorough  education,  with 
a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  school 
work.  Alxmt  him  are  gathered  a  band 
of  well-drilled  teachers,  m<»st  of  whom 
have  been  employed  here  for  a  number 
of  years.  Slowly  but  surely  their 
work  has  been  systematized  in  every 
department,  and  new  ideas  of  teach 
ing  put  into  successful  practice.  The 
finances  of  the  district  are  in  a  healthy 
condition.  The  debt  has  been  re 
duced  to  alx>ut  $10,000.  The  school 
houses  on  Belleville  avenue  and  Lib¬ 
erty  street  are  almost  perfect  in  their 
ap]X)intments.  Now,  if  ever,  the  dis¬ 
trict  is  in  a  condition  to  provide  the 
apparatus  and  profit  by  the  work  of 
the  past.  It  is  unfortunate  that  at 
thiH  time  there  is  a  tendency  towards 
neighborhood  development  at  the  ex 
pense  of  the  graded  system  of  school 
work.  The  whole  teaching  of  modern 
industrial  development  is  that  in  cen 
tralization  alone  there  is  successful 
progress.  Let  the  primary  school 
houses  be  improved  in  appearance, 
size,  and  convenience,  but  let  the 
grammar-schools  be  concentrated  so 


as  to  secure  the  xn«»st  effect  :u  t«  acfi 
ing.  Such  a  course  will  leave  n>  the 
district*  abundant  r**M»urce*  for  the 
j«vment  of  its  debt  and  the  develoji 
merit  of  a  system  of  manual  training

The  average  Knglixh  Kiri  Ink- -  life  too

quette.”  She  couldn't  Carry  o*|U.-try 
the  length  that  tbs  American  girl  •1*-*'*, 
and  do  it  with  the  same  iaqainitY.  even 
were  she  equally  skillful.  wln<  li  ale 
not.  The  soil  site  fl«*uri->li*»  in  i->  liardl 
so  suitable  for  the  favorable  d*-\*  l'  >j 
of  the  art;  nevertheless,  tliere  i>  no 
that  she  does  tlie  very  Ixwt  she  can  unde 
the  circumstances. 

The  same  thing  may  he  said  of  tli 
French  girl.  If  site  had  as  much  free 
dom  as  the  American  girl,  the  Kn  n< 
girl  would  he  more  apt  to  jx-ep  over  h< 
fan  at  a  du«lc  in  a  theatre  titan  theft 
mer.  Shut  up  aiul  cha|M.-mned  a-*  cl<** 
as  the  French  girl  is,  the  American  gii 
would  have  to  be  equally  demure  an* 
unseen— as  much  of  a  nonentity.  The 
first  taste  of  rbal  freedom  the  French  girl 
gets  is  after  she  is  married.  It  is  the 
tliat  she  makes  her  debut  in  the  world 
flirtation.  All  her  pent  up  pmj tensities 
for  coquetry  are  then  let  loose,  and  she 
quickly  shows  the  world  "what  might 
have  been”  had  she  enjoyed  the  same 
freedom  as  4  girl  tiiat  is  accorded  to  her 
as  a  married  woman. 

The  Germans  don’t  flirt  much.  Frau- 
lein  has  greater  opportunities  than 
mademoi.-*elle  has,  but  there  isn’t  mu< 
cl|ic  and  sjtarkle  alxmt  fraulein.  She 
flirts,  of  course,  but  she  does  it  in  a  mil* 
matter  of  fuel  fashion.  There  is  a  vast 
difference  tn-twren  coquetry  in  German 
and  America;  as  much  as  tliere  is  be¬ 
tween  lager  lxs*r  and  champagne.  Frau- 
lein  is  a  methodical,  businesslike  mortal 
her  qualitications  to  fill  the  [x>sition  of 
wife  ami  mother  are  admirable,  hut  as 
coquette  she  falls  far  behind  any  of  the 
others  mentioned  thus  far.  Honest  as 
the  day  is  long,  and  practical  throughout, 
whatever  inclination  she  may  ever  huv 
possesses!  for  flirtation  is  offered  up  as 
willing  sacrifice  upon  the  altar  of  h* 
marriage. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  coquetry  among 
the  Hungarians,  and  in  the  lower  Danu 
bian  provinces  of  Slavonia  ami  C'rotia 
the  maidens  seem  almost  to  the  manne‘ 

born. 

One  would  scarcely  think  there  w;is 
any  such  thing  as  coquetry  among 
'Turkish  women,  considering  the  arbi¬ 
trary  social  conditions  under  which  they 
live.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  there 
is  a  good  deal  of  flirtation  going  on  in 
surreptitious  manner.  The  Moslem  lady, 
coquettishly  inclined,  has  to  be  very 
careful;  any  Bluebeard  detecting  the 
least  impropriety  might  cause  her  ruin, 
and  even  nowadays  her  death,  if  the 
other  party  was  a  Giaour.  The  Turkish 
lady  runs  very  great  risks,  and  flirts  under 
most  decided  difficulties.  The  extent  of 
her  flirtation  with  a  Frank  would  !>e  the 
stealthy  removal  of  her  yashmak,  to  let 
him  see  her  face,  when  meeting  her  at 
some  unfrequented  s|»ot.  If  a  very  bold 
coquette  tliis  risky  performance  would 
be  supplemented  by  a  smile. 

The  same  difficulties  have  to  be  over¬ 
come  ami  the\  same  dangers  braved  by 
the  ladies  *  >f  Persia.  They,  too,  cover  up 
their  faces  when  in  public,  and  they,  too. 
would  get  into  serious  trouble  if  detected 
flirting  with  a  Ferenghi.  The  Persian, 
lady  would  actually  be  in  danger  of  her 
life.  And  yet,  when  walking  in  the  sub¬ 
urbs  of  Teheran,  I  have  seen  the  veils 
quickly  raised  on  some  lonely  street,  and 
have  time  and  again  been,  the  recipient 
of  forbidden  smiles.  These  venturesome 
coquettes'  were  literally  smiling  at  the 
risk  of  having  their  throats  cut!  It  was 
all  pure  flirtation,  too;  no  more  signifi¬ 
cance  iu  it  than  in  the  sheep's  eyes  the 
American  lady  at  the  theatre  made  at  the 
two  dudes— not  a  bit. 

The  only  country  where  I  positively 
escaped  anything  in  the  shajie  of  flirta¬ 
tions  was  in  Afghanistan.  In  that  fanati¬ 
cal  country  the  women  are  practically 
invisible.  I  used  to  sometimes  catch 
glimjises  of  female  heads,  closely  veiled, 
peeping  cautiously  at  me  around  the* 
chimneys  of  their  flat  roofed  houses ;  hut 
a  single  glance  in  that  direction  and  the 
beads  would  dodge  hack  out  of  sight  as 
quickly  as  though  dodging  a  bullet. 

In  India  coquetry  is  confined  chiefly  to 
the  Nauteh  girls.  They,  understand  the 
artvto  perfection,  and  when  performing 
before  a  ‘  sahib”  sometimes  afford  him 
more  pleasure  by  their  coquetry,  directed 
at  himself,  than  by  the  dancing  itself. 

The  Chinese,  as  a  general  thing,  are 
horribly  matter  of  fact  and  realistic.  But 
there  are  coquettes  even  among  the 
Heathen  Chinee.  I  had  quite  a  flirtation 
directed  at  me  by  a  not  unhandsome 
golden  lily  one  day  up  in  the  province  of 
Duang-tsi.  She  was  all  the  more  inter¬ 
esting  because  I  had  up  till  then  seen 
little  disposition  among  her  countrywo¬ 
men  to  flirt.  She  was  at  a  roadside  tea 
hittim.  where  I  halted  for  refreshments. 
The  golden  lily,  her  tiny  feet  bandaged 
prettily  with’  red  and  blue-ribbon,  came 
and  sat  lx-side  me,  and  helped  herself  to 
tea  and  jx-anuts,  sunflower  seed  cakes 
and  sweetmeats,  and  smiled  am!  chat¬ 
tered  liko  a  CV>1, -sit id  parrot.  I  t  tayed 

there  alxmt  half  an  hour,  during  w  Inch 
time  the  golden  lily  had  chattered  and 
giggled  incessantly,  and  when  I  fimilly 
moseyed  off  she  waggled  her  hand  good- 
by  and  •  ‘chin-chinned ”  till  I  was  out  of 
sight  and  hearing. — Thomas  Stevens  in 
New  York  Mail  and  Express.
